REMARKS

Group III, Claim 12, drawn to a method of discovering a ligand of the thyroid hormone 
receptor by using a compound of formula (I); and 

Group IV, Claim 14, drawn to a method for preparing a compound of formula (I). 



Applicants herein elect, without traverse, the claims of Group I (claims 1-6, 9-10, 13, and 
15-19) for further prosecution at this time. Applicants reserve the right to file Divisional 
applications on the unelected claims pursuant to 35 U.S.C. §120 and §121. 

Species Election

invention. In response, Applicants herein elect, without traverse, the compound described in 
Example 54 for search purposes: 
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3-(3,5-dibromo-4-(3-chloro-5-(methylsulfonamido)benzyloxy)phenyl)-2-fluoropropanoic acid 



Applicants submit that claims 1-6, 9-10, 13, and 15-19 read on the elected species.
